CK  GARDEN 

A  few  rock  garden  plants  that  will  keep 
fine  foliage  and  supply  summer  bloom 

ARTEMISIA  FRICIDA.  812".  A  silvery,  compact  plant 
with  finely  divided  leaves,  and  a  pleasing  pungent  odor. 

CALLUNA  v.  NANA,  Moss  Heather.  A  low  compact 
spreading  plant,  very  attractive,  dark  green  foliage. 
Pink  flowers — $.90  each,  $8.00  per  ten. 

HYPERICUM  REPENS.  Attractive  grey 'green  foliage,  with 
lovely  yellow  blossoms.  Very  hardy — $1.20  for  three.

TO  those  of  us  who  have  always  associated  the 
ideal  planting  season  with  early  Spring  (only) 
the  stating  of  the  above  seems  at  first  somewhat 
of  a  surprise.  Nevertheless  the  adaptability  and  ex' 
ceptional  response  of  most  of  our  hardy  plants,  shrubs 
and  trees  to  late  summer  or  fall  transplanting  has 
been  known  and  utilised  to  greatest  advantage  by 
horticulturists,  landscape  architects  and  nursery  men 
everywhere  for  some  time. 

The  advisability  of  fall  planting  is  of  course  due 
to  natural  and  progressive  conditions  of  soil,  plants 
and  weather  which  combine  most  favorably  at  this 
time  to  safely  allow  for  relocation  of  plants  without 
overtaxing  their  strength.  The  excessive  heat  of 
summer  has  passed  and  cooler  days  and  nights  arrive, 
promoting  more  uniform  soil  temperature.  By  early 
August,  last  spring’s  top  growth  has  developed  and 
matured  and  the  entire  energy  of  the  plant  is  now 
prepared  to  establish  root  growth. 

Planting  conditions  thus  being  at  their  very  best 
now  and  during  the  next  three  months,  it  only  re- 
mains  for  you  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
by  allowing  whatever  material  you  desire  to  set  out, 
get  the  jump  on  the  1931  season.  In  this  way  the 
full  vigor  of  the  plant  gets  to  work  the  following 
spring  above  ground  and  quickly  surpasses  in  vitality 
and  appearance  of  foliage  and  bloom  that  of  those 
whose  transplanting  has  not  been  accomplished  till 
Spring. 

We  have  set  down  here  for  your  reference  a  few 
of  the  many  varieties  suitable  for  planting  at  this 
time.  These  we  recommend  with  every  assurance 
that  they  will  give  best  results.
